In a report to President John 
son, made pub lic Thursday b y 
the White House, Zuckert said: 
“A numb er of men had attempt­ 
ed to escape b y the emergency 
ladder which 
apparently was 
b locked b y two men who b e­ 
came 
jammed 
together 
in 
trying to pass simultaneously 
through a restricted area on the 
ladder, thus denying access to 
those 
on 
the 
ladder 
b elow 
them.” 
But the secretary, just b ack 
from a personal inspection of 
the Titan ll missile complex at 
Searcy, emphasized that inv es­ 
tigation of the disaster “is situ 
in the preliminary stage.” 
The explosion occurred while 
a civ ilian lab or force — much 
larger than that required for 
normal maintenance of the long 
range missile site — was doing 
major 
underground 
modifica­ 
tion work on the silo. 
Two of the workmen escaped. 
“It was apparent to all of us 
v isiting the silo that this is an 
inherently difficult situation for 
a large-scale 
maintenance or 
modification project,” Zuckert 
said. “There are difficulties in­ 
v olv ed in a project of this type 
where a large numb er of men 
with their necessary construc­ 
tion equipment are required to 
work on v arious lev els of the 
missile silo in a confined and 
congested space already dense­ 
ly packed with the equipment.” 
Although the same contractor 
had modified 21 identical silos 
prev iously without time lost for 
injuries, Zuckert said that “the 
modification of the remaining 33 
Titan sites has b een suspended 
until the report of the inv es­ 
tigating team is complete and 
the correctiv e action indicated 
b y the inv estigators has 
b een 
t aken.” 
Zuckert said that they “ must 
examine the adequacy of the 
escape system and emergency 
equipment, the training and dis­ 
cipline of contractor personnel, 
and the emergency lighting and 
escape equipment during peri­ 
ods of unusually heav y mainte­ 
nance or modification.” 
In Little Rock, Arkansas Gov . 
Orv al E. Faub us said that the 
Air Force — as is normal in 
such cases — is inv estigating 
the possib ility of sab otage 
“ Of course, the Air Force has 
no ev idence of this,” Faub us 
said. 
Cd. 
Charles 
Strang, 
v ice 
president of the Air Force Acci 
dent Inv estigation Board, said 
that “the possib ility of sab otage 
in any major accident in the Air 
Force is nev er ruled out. 
“ Accordingly,” he added, “ we 
will coordinate with the Federal 
Bureau of Inv estigation (FBI) 
and the Air Force Office of Spe­ 
cial Inv estigation (OSI) any on 
aspect possib ly inv olv ing human 
reliab ility or sab otage.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Air 
Force 
Secretary 
Eugene 
M. 
Zuckert 
says 
two men trying 
desperately to escape in Mon­ 
day’s missile silo explosion at 
Searcy, Ark., may have blocked 
a narrow opening and prevented 
some of the 53 victims from get­ 
ting out. 
In a report to President John­ 
son, made public Thursday by 
the White House, Zuckert said: 
“ A number of men had attem pt­ 
ed to escape by the emergency 
ladder 
which 
apparently 
was 
blocked by two men who be­ 
came 
jam m ed 
together 
in 
trying to pass simultaneously 
through a restricted area on the 
ladder, thus denying access to 
those 
on 
the 
ladder 
below 
them .” 
But the secretary, just back 
from a personal inspection of 
the Titan ll missile complex at 
Searcy, emphasized that inves 
ligation of the disaster “is situ 
in the prelim inary stage.” 
The explosion occurred while 
a civilian labor force — much 
larger than that required for 
normal maintenance of the long- 
range missile site — was doing 
m ajor 
underground 
modifica­ 
tion work on the silo. 
Two of the workmen escaped] 
“ It was apparent to aU of us 
visiting the silo that this is an 
inherently difficult situation for 
a 
large-scale 
maintenance or 
modification project.” Zuckert 
said. “There are difficulties in 
volved in a project of this type 
where a large number of men 
with their necessary construc­ 
tion equipment are required to 
work on various levels of the 
missile silo in a confined and 
congested space already dense 
ly packed with the equipm ent.^ 
Although the same contractor 
had modified 21 identical silos 
previously without time lost for 
injuries, Zuckert said that “ the 
modification of the remaining 33 
Titan sites has been suspended 
untU the report of the inves 
ligating team is complete and 
the corrective action indicated 
by the investigators has 
been 
taken.” 
Zuckert said that they “ must 
examine the adequacy of the 
escape system and emergency 
equipment, the training and dis 
cipline of contractor personnel 
and the emergency lighting and 
escape equipment during peri­ 
ods of unusually heavy m ainte­ 
nance or modification.” 
In Little Rock, Arkansas Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus said that the 
Air Force — as is normal in 
such cases — is investigating 
the possibility of sabotage. 
“ Of course, the Air Force has 
no evidence of this,” Faubus 
said 
Col. 
Charles 
Strang, 
vice 
president of the Air Force Acci­ 
dent Investigation Board, said 
that “ the possibility of sabotage 
in any major accident in the Air 
Force is never ruled out. 
“ Accordingly,” he added, “ we 
will coordinate with the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
and the Air Force Office of Spe­ 
cial Investigation (OSI) any on 
aspect possibly involving human 
reliability or sabotage.”

Two shoeshine boys, in 
pale mimicry of the previous 
night’s brick tossing and board 
swinging, began chucking peb­ 
bles at passing cars. 
Crowds that were virtually IOO 
per cent Negro poured out of 
homes, apartm ents and shops 
and were joined by others from 
outside the area. They jam m ed 
sidewalks and overflowed into 
the street, blocking traffic. 
With darkness, the lid blew 
off. For four ami a half hours,

6,000 persons milled, ran, shout 
ed, cursed and fought virtually 
uncontrolled.

Officers sealed off a six-block 
area, permitting people to leave 
but not enter, hoping tem pers 
would cool quickly.

At the begin n in g of the 12th 
chapter of his letter to the 
Roman s, Pau l giv es u s three 
basic ru les for d iscov erin g God ’s 
plan for u s. First, we mu st pre­ 
sen t ou r bod ies as a liv in g sac­ 
rifice to God , for the bod y of a 
Christian is bu t a serv an t of the 
sou l, for God ’s holy u se. 
Secon d , we shou ld n ot con ­ 
form to the world abou t u s; in ­ 
stead , we shou ld become tran s­ 
formed by God ’s power in re­ 
n ewin g ou r min d s. Con formity 
is d ead ly , bu t when we become 
tran sformed , we en ter u pon a 
life of Christian serv ice. 
Third , we shou ld n ot thin k 


mercy . 
Tu rn in g to the way 
a Chris­ 
tian shou ld act an d react in his 
social an d econ omic relation s, 
Pau l offers a n u mber of gu id e- 
posts, all based u pon a sin cere 
lov e that shows forth aa 
a kin d ­ 
ly affection an d brotherly lov e 
for both frien d an d foe. In bu s­ 
in ess a Christian mu st be d ili­ 
gen t, u n selfish, keen , serv in g 
the Lord as a mod el for other 
bu sin essmen who ax e n ot fol­ 
lowers of Christ. 
In ou r d aily liv es, we shou ld 
rejoice in ou r hopes, be patien t 
in trou ble, con stan t in pray er, 
hospitable to all, blessin g those 
who persecu te u s, sharin g joy 
an d sorrow with others in either 
of these states, bein g meek an d 
hu mble in ou rselv es an d on ou r 
opin ion s of ou rselv es. 
In v erses 9 an d 17 to 21, Pau l 
ou tlin es the Christian ’s relation 
ship to the ev il in the world 
abou t him. The first ru le—to 
abhor ev il an d clin g to what is 
good —is relativ ely easy to obey 
The secon d on e—to ren d er n ot 
ev il for ev il n or take rev en ge 
when some ev il d eed is d on e u s 
—is a bit hard er, for most men ’s 
first in stin ct is to get ev en with

THE DESIRE TO HELP OTHERS 
IS TRUE CHRISTIANITY 


Scripture—Romans I t; James tin c ts . 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
IN TODAY’S lesson we will 
consider how Christians grow 
by discovering and using the 
many gifts of God they possess 
in the service of the Master. 
But, before we can properly 
serve God, we need to know His 
will for our lives. God has a 
plan and destiny for each indi­ 
vidual life. To find His will, fol­ 
low it and live to His glory is 
the chief end of man and the 
only way in which we fulfill the 
destiny for which we were cre­ 
ated. 
A t the beginning of the 12th 
chapter of his letter to the 
Romans, Paul gives us three 
basic rules for discovering God’s 
plan for us. First, we must pre­ 
sent our bodies as a living sac­ 
rifice to God, for the body of a 
Christian is but a servant of the 
soul, for God’s holy use. 
Second, we should not con­ 
form to the world about us; in­ 
stead, we should become trans­ 
formed by God s power in re 


mercy. 
Turning to the way a Chris­ 
tian should act and react in his 
social and economic relations, 
Paul offers a number of guide- 
posts, all based upon a sincere 
love that shows forth as a kind­ 
ly affection and brotherly love 
for both friend and foe. In bus­ 
iness a Christian must be dili­ 
gent, unselfish, keen, serving 
the Lord as a model for other 
businessmen who are not fol­ 
lowers of Christ. 
In our daily lives, we should 
rejoice in our hopes, be patient 
in trouble, constant in prayer, 
hospitable to all, blessing those 
who persecute us, sharing joy 
and sorrow with others in either 
of these states, being meek and 
humble in ourselves and on our 
opinions of ourselves. 
In verses 9 and 17 to 21, Paul 
outlines the Christian’s relation­ 
ship to the evil in the world 
about him. The first rule—to 
abhor evil and cling to what is 
good—is relatively easy to obey.

To fu lfill its pu rpose of add­ 
ing beau ty to the wearer a n d 
enchancement of her costu me, 
jewelry shou ld be kept clean. 
And this goes whether it is the 
preciou s real stu ff or the glam­ 
orou s and glittering costu me 
v ariety . 
The slightest speck of make­ 
u p or film of perspiration w i l l 
dim the lu ster of metal, stones 
and beads. 
This makes it necessary to 
“lau nder” jewelry after ev ery 
few wearings — ev en more oft­ 
en if the dirt begins to show or 
the stones seemingly lose their 
glow. The m e t h o d for most 
ty pes of pieces, be they neck­ 
laces 
earrings, 
bracelets 
or 
pins, is s i m pl e enou gh. It in­ 
clu des bathing them in soap or 
detergent su ds, thorou gh rins­ 
ing, and rapid dry ing. 
Lu kewarm water is best f o r 
both washing and rinsing jewel­ 
ry ’ of all ty pes, as ex tremes or 
su dden 
changes 
in 
tempera­ 
tu re may crack real or sy nthet 
ic stones. Diamonds are an ex ­ 
ception to this ru le. 
Stones held by prongs can be 
safely su bmerged in su ds, then 
scru bbed gently , ev er so gently , 
with a well-lathered soft bru sh 
— to coax dirt from their s e t ­ 
ting . The dirt is there ev en if 
it is not v isible, as t h e gems’ 
bath water will ev idence. After 
rinsing, s h a k e off the ex cess 
water. Then wipe the jewelry 
with a lint-free cloth, and allow 
trace* of moistu re to ev aporate 
before pu tting the pieces away . 
Stones, not h e l d by prongs, 
bu t glu ed or cemented into set­ 
tings, shou ld be su rface-washed 
with a soft bru sh dipped into 
thick su ds. Then scru b the piece 
u s i n g clear water, and pat it 
immediately with a dry tissu e 
to keep moistu re from seeping 
into the setting and perhaps 
loosening the stones. 
Alway s u ntangle and straight­ 
en mu lti-strand jewelry before 
washing. Pin or tape the clasp 
ends to a hand towel. Grasp 
the end of the towel, dip it u p 
and down in thick su ds, then u se 
tha same m e t h o d for rinsing. 
The strands won’t shrink if the 
towel is pu lled tau t while they 
dry . 
Pearls, whether cu ltu red or 
{simu lated, 
shou ld be qu ickly 
swished throu gh warm su ds. 
Hold the necklace or bracelet 
by its clasp when doing this. 
Handle gently to prev ent pu nc 
tu ring the “ skin” of opalescent 
material 
which 
giv es 
pearls 
their characteristic sheen. 
lf knots between pearls a r e 
dirty , lay the string gently on a 
soft towel and go ov er it with a 
lathered ey ebrow bru sh, t h e n 
rinse bru sh and scru b the knots, 
u sing clear water.
